Exeter  on  Tuesday,  the  eleventh  day  of  March  next,  at  ten  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

1st.     To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  a  town  clerk. 

2d.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  selectman 
for  three  years. 

3d.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trustee  of 
the  Robinson  Female  Seminary  for  the  term  of  seven  years. 

4th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trustee  of 
the  trust  funds  held  by  the  town  of  Exeter,  to  hold  office  for 
three  years. 

5th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trustee  of 
the  Swasey  Parkway  for  three  years. 

6th.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers,  auditors, 
or  committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

7th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  the  use  of  Robinson  Female  Seminary  during  the 
coming  year,  and  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for  repairing  highways,  for  re- 
pairing and  building  bridges,  for  repairing  and  building  side- 
walks, for  building  drains  and  sewers,  for  oiling  streets,  for 
payment  of  the  town  debt,  for  lighting  streets,  for  defraying 


expenses  of  decorating  the  graves  of  soldiers,  for  preventing  the 
spread  of  insect  pests  w^ithin  the  town,  for  the  payment  of  firemen 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  for  other  charges  arising  within  the 
town. 

8th.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and  other  offi- 
cers and  committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  aris- 
ing therefrom. 

9th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  town  treas- 
urer, with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

10th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed  matter  to  call  at- 
tention to  the  resources  and  natural  advantages  of  the  town 
and  to  assist  on  planning  and  development  for  the  benefit  of 
the  town  in  co-operation  with  other  towns  co-ordinated  in  the 
Seacoast  Regional  Development  Association  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500.00).' 

11th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
deed  to  the  school  district  the  Gordon  and  Litch  woods  adjoin- 
ing the  High  School  grounds. 

12th.  On  petition  of  Dan  Fowler  and  twenty  others  to  see 
if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Exeter  Teen  Canteen  the  use 
of  the  Town  Hall  by  authority  of  the  selectmen  from  Septem- 
ber through  June  without  payment  of  the  regular  rental  fee. 

13th.  On  petition  of  John  Reed  and  eleven  others,  to  see 
if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  one  street  light  on  Bell  Avenue 
in  front  of  the  residence  of  John  Reed  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same. 

14th.  On  petition  of  Walter  Wojcicki  and  17  others,  to  see 
if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  a  street  light  in  front  of  the  resi- 
dence of  Walter  Wojcicki  on  Washington  Street. 


15th.  On  petition  of  Henry  Staker  and  twenty-five  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  widen  the  road  at  Gas  House 
Hill  on  Green  Street  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  four  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  for  this  purpose . 

16th.  On  petition  of  AWah  C.  Drake  and  nine  others,  to 
see  if  the  town  will  adopt  a  zoning  ordinance. 

17th.  On  petition  of  Norman  B.  Mitchell  and  twenty  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  defer  any  definite  action  in  regard 
to  a  zoning  ordinance  until  the  regular  annual  town  meeting 
of  1948. 

18th.  On  petition  of  Robert  C.  Kimball  and  twenty-three 
others,  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  foot  bridge  in  ac- 
cordance with  plans  drawn  by  the  State  Highway  Department 
across  Little  River  at  the  southern  end  of  Oilman  Street  and 
to  appropriate  the  sum  of  thirty-nine  hundred  dollars  (S3, 900) 
for  the  same. 

19th.  On  petition  of  Clinton  W.  Elwell  and  ten  others,  to 
see  if  me  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  lease  from  the 
Gulf  Oil  Company  the  land  owned  by  said  Gulf  Oil  Company 
on  the  southerly  side  of  Water  Street  for  a  period  of  five  years, 
and  to  abate  the  taxes  on  said  land  for  that  period  as  rental, 
and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  (SI, 500) 
to  put  said  land  in  proper  condition  for  use  as  a  public  parking 
space. 

On  petition  of  Theodore  A.  Nowak  and  eleven  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  highway  department 
to  make  a  weekly  collection  of  rubbish  and  trash  and  to  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000)  for  the 
same. 


On  petition  of  Dr.  James  A.  Thomson  and  ten  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  the  establishment  of  a  playground 
under  the  administration  of  the  school  board  to  be  held  on  the 
Seminary  yard,  with  supervised  play  for  children  of  all  ages 
and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  fourteen  hundred  dollars  (SI, 400) 
for  the  same. 

22d.  On  petition  of  Ralph  E.  Meras  and  twenty-one  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  take  its  own  risk  of  loss  by  fire  on 
property  owned  by  the  town  instead  of  paying  insurance  com- 
panies to  do  so. 

23d.  On  petition  of  Ignacy  Novak  and  twelve  others,  to  see 
if  the  town  will  install  a  sewer  on  Wentworth  Street  from  prop- 
erty of  Stephen  Mazurka  to  Brentwood  Road  and  appropriate 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  for  the  same. 

24th.  On  petition  of  the  trustees  of  Swasey  Parkway,  to  see 
if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00)  to  be  expended  by  the  Trustees 
for  general  expenses  of  upkeep  and  maintenance  not  adequately 
provided  for  by  income  from  the  trust  fund. 

25th.  On  petition  of  Ralph  E.  Meras  and  twenty  others,  to 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind  its  acceptance  of  Article  1 3 
in  the  warrant  of  1946  which  authorized  the  selectmen  "to  ap- 
ply seven  thousand,  five  hundred  dollars  ($7,500.00)  each  year 
from  the  Academy  Tax  Refund  money  against  our  bonded 
debt"  and  to  leave  said  money  drawing  interest  so  long  as  it 
draws  a  higher  rate  of  interest  than  said  bonds. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  re- 
roof  the  Town  Hall  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  eight  thousand 
dollars  ($8,000.00)  for  the  same.

Report  of  State  Tax  Commission 

DIVISION  OF  MUNICIPAL  ACCOUNTING

Gentlemen:  Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual 
audit  and  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Exeter 
covering  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1946,  which  was 
made  by  this  Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town. 

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  audit  and  examination  were  the  accounts 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town 
Clerk,  Road  Agent,  Library  Treasurer,  Clerk  of  the  Municipal 
Court,  Trustees  of  Swasey  Parkway  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

Financial  Statements 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets — December  31,  1945 — December  31,  1946: 
(Schedule  A) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1945,  and 
December  31,  1946,  are  presented  in  Schedule  A.  As  indicated 
therein  the  Net  Debt  decreased  during  the  year  by  $18,477.23. 

Bonded  Debt  and  Annual  Maturities:  (Schedule  B) 

A  statement  of  Bonded  Debt  as  of  December  31,  1946,  with 
the  annual  maturities  of  principal  and  interest  indicated,  is 
presented  in  Schedule  B. 
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Comparative  Statements  oj  Appropriations  and  Expenditures  —  Esti- 
mated and  Actual  Revenues:  (Schedules  C  and  D) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  Decem- 
ber 31,  1946,  are  presented  in  Schedules  C  and  D.  As  indi- 
cated by  the  budget  summary  a  net  overdraft  of  appropria- 
tions of  $7,106.68,  less  a  net  excess  of  actual  over  estimated 
revenues  of  S3, 534.94,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of 
$3,571.74. 

Reconciliation  of  Change  in  Financial  Conditions:   (Schedule  E) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  town 
during  the  year  is  made  in  Schedule  E,  with  the  factors  which 
caused  the  decrease  in  Net  Debt  indicated  therein. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:   (Schedule  F) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1946,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the 
uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Schedule  F. 
Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance,  as  of  December  31,  1946,  is 
indicated  in  Schedule  G. 

Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were 
examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were 
compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  en- 
tries in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source 
insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  veri- 
fied. Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  recon- 
ciled bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  de- 
positary banks. 
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Tax  Accounts 

The  tax  warrants  for  the  levies  of  1946  and  previous  years 
and  the  tax  sale  accounts  were  examined.  Summaries  indi- 
cating the  activity  in  these  accounts  during  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1946,  are  presented  in  Schedules  H,  I,  J,  K  and  L. 

Records  of  the  Collector  for  the  sidewalk  and  spraying  as- 
sessments, as  well  as  the  collection  of  business  licenses  and  rents, 
were  also  examined.  These  accounts  are  summarized  in  Sched- 
ules M  and  N. 

Town  Clerk 
The  financial  accounts  and  records  of  the  Town  Clerk  were 
examined  and  audited.  All  funds  received  by  the  Clerk  on 
account  of  the  issuance  of  motor  vehicle  permits,  dog  licenses 
and  business  licenses  and  permits  were  properly  accounted  for 
through  remittances  to  the  Treasurer.     (Schedule  O) 

Road  Agent 

The  accounts  of  the  Road  Agent  were  examined  and  a  sum- 
marized statement  is  presented  in  Schedule  P.  All  payrolls 
issued  by  the  Road  Agent  were  inspected  and  checks  to  highway 
employees  issued  by  the  Road  Agent  were  compared  therewith. 

A  summary  statement  of  the  Road  Agent's  Income  Tax  With- 
holding Account  is  contained  in  Schedule  Q. 

General  Comments 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  were  found  in 
good  condition  and  the  accounting  procedure  conformed  to 
the  uniform  system  prescribed  by  this  Division. 
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The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws  of 
1939,  requii-e  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essential 
features  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  town  report. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Exeter 
for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

Adult  Department:

To  theJBoard  of  Trustees  of  Robinson  Seminary: 

As  a  report  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1947,  the  writer 
submits  the  following:

Changes  in  Personnel: 

The  three  changes  in  faculty  personnel  are  as  follows: 
Miss  Elizabeth  Adams  replaced  Mrs.  Leslie  Meras  as  teacher 
of  French.  Miss  Laura  Hamm  succeeded  Mrs.  Katherine 
Smith  as  teacher  of  Sewing,  Textiles  and  Clothing  and  Home 
and  Family.  Miss  Phyllis  Nash  became  Supervisor  of  Art  in 
place  of  Miss  Barbara  Edgett. 

Courses  of  Study: 

Confusion  has  arisen  in  the  minds  of  many  people  relative 
to  the  names,  and  the  significance  of  the  names,  of  courses  of 
study.     In  order  to  eliminate  this  confusion,  it  has  been  deemed 
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best  to  speak  in  terms  of  academic  and  non-academic  programs 
for  the  first  four  years.  At  the  end  of  the  sophomore  year  the 
pupils  decide  on  the  continuation  of  the  academic  course  or 
select  the  Home  Economics  or  Secretarial  Course. 

For  those  who  fail  to  qualify  for  any  one  of  the  three  men- 
tioned above,  there  is  the  opportunity  for  a  general  diploma 
by  meeting  the  minimum  requirements  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment, namely  four  units  of  English  and  one  in  United  States 
History  and  other  units  to  the  total  of  16. 

The  elective  subjects  are  just  as  numerous  as  previously  and 
prior  to  specialization  the  pupil  gets  a  good  general  background. 

Warnings: 

Some  parents  have  not  understood  the  term  "unsatisfactory'' 
used  in  the  periodic  warnings  issued  by  the  Seminary.  Terms 
such  as  incomplete  or  failing  seem  self  explanatory. 

"Unsatisfactory"  covers  all  cases  in  which  the  pupil  is  not 
maintaining  the  standard  of  work  which  evidence  says  she  is 
capable  of  doing.  It  may  include  failure  to  maintain  the 
standing  of  the  previous  marking  period. 

Pupils  know  very  well  whether  they  are  doing  as  well  as  they 
can  and  should  do,  and  therefor  these  warnings  are  informa- 
tion to  the  parents.  Thoughtful  planning  of  study  conditions 
and  hours  as  well  as  proper  proportion  of  recreation  will  bring 
better  results. 

College  Entrance: 

Admission  to  college  necessitates  an  early  decision  followed 
by  a  sincere  effort  to  establish  an  excellent  record  if  the  pupil 
is  to  meet  the  strict  competition  at  the  present  time  and  for 
several  years  to  come. 

Directors  of  admission  are  stressing  (1)  academic  record, 
(2)  relative  standing  in  the  class,  (3)  reputation  of  the  school, 
(4)  score  on  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test,  (5)  general  interests  and 
abilities  of  the  candidate,  with  considerable  emphasis  on  the  last. 

Reference  to  college  entrance  does  not  mean  that  there  is 
less  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  majority  who  do  not  go  to 
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college.  What  is  desired  on  the  part  of  these  pupils  is  some 
definite  objective,  for  which  they  plan  and  strive  sincerely. 
This  attitude  should  accompany  the  realization  that  their  school 
days  are  soon  to  end.  No  school  can  do  much  for  pupils  who 
will  not  try  to  do  their  best. 

Repairs  to  Building: 

Recent  changes  have  brought  to  completion  an  extensive 
plan  to  make  the  Seminary  as  safe  as  possible.  The  new  fire 
escape,  floor  level  exits  from  each  floor,  new  electric  fire  siren, 
wired  glass  in  windows  near  fire  escapes  and  metal  covered 
doors  to  close  off  the  north  end  of  the  building  in  case  of  fire, 
should  allay  all  fears. 

The  trustees  should  be  commended  for  the  thorough  manner 
in  which  all  precautionary  measures  were  taken. 

Medical  Inspection: 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Oscar  B.  Gilbert  and  Miss  Julia 
McQuade,  the  annual  medical  inspection  was  held.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  the  health  records  by  Miss  McQuade  to 
encourage  follow-up  by  parents  to  see  that  corrections  are  made. 

Extra-Curricular  Activities: 

The  Seminary  is  proud  to  announce  that  representavites  to 
the  New  Hampshire  and  the  New  England  Music  Festivals 
will  total  eleven.  Attendance  and  participation  in  these  affairs 
have  a  value  which  carries  over  into  later  years  and  should  be 
deemed  an  horror  by  those  who  are  selected. 

In  athletics  our  aim  is  participation  by  as  many  as  possible 
rather  than  special  emphasis  on  the  few.  A  complete  program 
of  interclass  competition  is  maintained,  points  being  awarded 
for  membership  on  class  as  well  as  school  teams,  with  a  special 
award  to  any  girl  who  earns  100  points  during  her  school  career. 
It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  an  increase  in  interest  in  bad- 
minton and  tennis,  sports  which  have  a  carry-over  value. 
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Student  Tours: 


It  has  been  the  practice  at  the  Seminary  to  take  the  pupils, 
especially  the  seniors,  on  tours  of  educational  value.  Such  trips 
have  included  visits  to  the  New  Hampshire  legislature,  State 
Hospital,  State  Prison,  Food  and  Drug  Laboratories  in  Boston. 

These  visits  have  given  the  pupils  an  understanding  impossible 
just  from  the  printed  page.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  some 
time  in  the  near  future  a  plan  for  an  annual  trip  for  each  grade 
group  can  be  arranged.  Since  the  pupils  must  pay  their  trans- 
portation costs,  such  trips  cannot  be  made  compulsory  at  the 
present  time. 
Conclusion: 

The  writer  wishes  to  express  his  sincere  appreciation  for  the 
leave  of  absence  granted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  all  the 
kindnesses  since  his  return. 

It  is  a  genuine  pleasure  to  be  back  at  the  Seminary  with  the 
faculty  which  served  so  loyally  and  faithfully  during  the  diffi- 
cult war  years.
